Be sure to always make a gauge swatch! Knit at least a 12 x 12 
cm/4D x40 ” square swatch in the pattern stitch given in the gauge, 
then count the number of stitches and rows in a 10 x 10 cm/4 x 4” 
square. If there are fewer stitches than stated in the gauge: knit 
tighter or try smaller needles. If there are more stitches than stated 
in the gauge: knit looser or try larger needles. 

Please note: Knitting can vary due to the yarn and type of needles 
that you use. Therefore the gauge and needle size give on the yarn 
ball label is just a recommendation. Also, the gauge is given over 
Stockinette Stitch. In order to have a perfect finished garment, be 
sure to obtain the gauge given in the instructions. That way your 
sweater will not only look beautiful, but will fit perfectly.

Materials: Lana Grossa “Garzato 
Fleece” (70% Alpaca, 30% Polyamide, 
yardage = 225 m/50 g) 300 g Camel/ 
Schwarz (camel/black) (Color #6) and 
“Fur” (40% Polyamide, 25% Wool, 20% 
Mohair, 1 5% Acrylic, yardage = 85 m/50 
g) 250 g Schwarz/Braun (black/brown) 
(Color #4). 1 long circular needle each 
sizes 6 and 8 mm (US 10 and 1 1). 

Lace pat: multiple of 5 sts + 2 selvage 
sts. Row 1 : 1 selvage st, * k2tog, yo, k1 , 
yo, SKP (= si 1 , k1 , pass si st over k1); 
rep from *, end 1 selvage st. Row 2: P all 
sts and yo’s. Rep rows. 1 and 2. 

Gauge: Lace pat with “Garzato Fleece” 
and 6 mm needles: 17 sts and 20 rows 
= 10x10 cm/4 X 4”. St st with “Fur” and 
8 mm needles: 1 3 sts and 20 rows = 1 0 
X 10 cm/4 X 4”. 

The cape is worked in one piece, beg 
at lower edge of Back edge. Circular 
needles are used to accommodate 
the large number of sts. Work back 
and forth in rows. With “Fur” and 8 
mm needle, cast on 142 sts and for 
the border work in St st for approx 7 
cm/2%”, and inc 40 sts evenly spaced 
across last WS row= 1 82 sts. Change to 



6 mm needle and “Garzato. Fleece” and 
work in Lace pat until piece measures 
67 cm/ 26 / 2 ” above border. For the Neck 
Shaping, bind off the center 30 sts (the 
shoulder line is reached) and work both 
sides at once with separate balls of 
yarn = 76 sts each side, and inc 1 st at 
each inner edge for selvage st = 77 sts 
each side. After 67 m!2^W' from split, 
change to 8 mm needle and “Fur” and 
cont in St st, dec 16 sts evenly across 
the 1st row = 61 sts each side. After 
border measures approx 7 cm/2%”, 
bind off sts. 

Finishing: For the side border, with 8 
mm needles and “Fur” pick up sts evenly 
along front and neck edges as well as 
sides of lower edge border. Work in St st 
for approx 7 cm/2%”, then bind off sts.

Size Small - Medium 

Due to the cut of the 'Jacket, it is 
suitable for both sizes. 

Materials: Lana Grossa “Fiore” (70% 
Wool, 30% Baby Alpaca, yardage = 60 
m/50 g) 1050 g Camel meliert (camel 
mix) (Color #5). Knitting needles, one 
pair each sizes 7 and 8 mm (US 10/2 
and 11 ), one long circular needle size 
7 mm (US 10 / 2 ). 

Rib Pat: K2, P2 Rib. 

Rev St st: P on RS rows, k on WS rows. 
Pattern St: multiple of 4 sts + 2 + 2 
selvage sts. Rows 1 and 3: 1 selvage 
st, * k 2 , p 2 ; rep from *, end k 2 , 1 
selvage st. Row 2: k the knit sts and 
p the purl sts. Row 4: Knit. Rep rows 
1 -4. 

Cable Pat: Follow the chart over 28 
sts. 

Short Rows: Only a portion of the 
row is worked. Work the designated 
number of sts, leaving the rem sts 
unworked, wyif, si next st purlwise, 
move yarn between needle to the back, 
si the same st back to LH needle. Turn 
and work to end of row (called wrap 
& turn - w&t). (Note: When working 
over a wrapped st, insert RH needle 
under the wrap and p it tog with the 
corresponding st on needle.) 



Gauge: in Pat St with 8 mm needles:

CABLE PULLOVER WITH COWL NECK 
Size Small/Medium 

Materials: Lana Grossa “Hook” (50% 
Wool, 50% Acrylic, yardage = 70m/100 



g) 900 g Zykiam/Bordeaux (cyclamen/ 
bordeaux) (Color #1). Knitting needles, 
one pair size 10 or 12 mm (US 15 or 
17), one circular needle size 10 mm 
(US 15). 

Garter st: Knit every row; In rnds, 
alternate k 1 rnd, p 1 rnd. 



Braid Cable: Follow chart A. 
Diamondzopf: Follow chart B. 
Gauges: Garter st: 8 sts and 16 rows 
= 10 X 10 cm/4 X 4”. Braid Cable: 
approx 10,5 cm/4” wide. Cable Pat: 
approx 1 1 cm/41/2” brelt. 

Note: Front and Back, with Sleeves are 
worked sideways, beg with the lower 



sleeve edge! 

Back: Beg with Left Sleeve edge, cast 
on 17 sts and work in pats as foil: 1 
selvage st, 4 sts garter st, 1 1 sts Braid 
Cable, 1 selvage st. For the Sleeve and 
Shoulder Shaping, inc 1 st at RH side 
every 8th row 2 times and every 6th 
row 3 times, working Inc sts into garter 







St. At the same time, when piece 
measures 23 cm/1 1 cm from beg, cast 
on at LH side 17 sts once and work 
these sts as foil: 12 sts Diamond 
Cabie, 5 sts garter st. When piece 
measures 46 cm/18” from beg, the 
center is reached.

Cowl Neck: With circu- 
lar needle cast on 62 
sts, join and in rnds in 
garter st for approx 55 
cm/21 1 / 2 ”, then bind off 
sts loosely. 

Finishing: Sew top of 
sleeve and shoulder 



seams. For the Sleeve borders, pick up 
approx 24 sts along lower edge of 
each sleeve and work In garter st for 8 
cm/3y4”, then bind off sts. Sew side 



and sleeve seams. Sew cowl neck 
around neck edge.

Materials: Dress: Lana Grossa 

“Silkhair Melange” (70% Superkid, 
30% Silk, yardage = 210m /25 g) 
100 g each Petrol/Senfmellert (petrol/ 
mustard mix) (Color #713), Rost/ 
Schwarz mellert (rust/black mix) 
(Color #707), Rotviolett meliert (red/ 
violet mix) (Color #710) and Sent 
meliert (mustard mix) (Color #714). 
Knitting needles, one pair each sizes 
6,5 and 7 mm (US 10 and 10V2). One 
crochet hook size 6 mm (US J-10). 

Cowl: Lana Grossa “Big & Easy 
Nastrone” (48% Wool, 48% Acrylic, 
4% Polyamide, yardage = 50m /1 00 
g) 200 g Zimtbraun/Curry/ Pfiaume/ 
Ollv/ Petrol (cinnamon brown/curry/ 
plum/olive/petrol) (Color #6). Circular 
needle size 12 mm (US US 17). 

Note: The Dress is worked with 4 
strands held tog = 1 strand of each 



color. 

Rib Pat: RS rows: 1 selvage st, pi , k2, 
*p2, k2; rep from *, end pi , 1 selvage 
st. WS rows: K the knit sts and p the 
purl sts. 

St st: K on RS rows, p on WS rows. 
Gauge: 4 strands In St st with 7 mm 
needles: 13,5 sts and 18 rows = 10 x 
10 cm/4 X 4”. 

Back: With 4 strands and 6,5 mm 
needles, cast on 62 sts and work in Rib 
Pat for 19 zmllVi”. Change to 7 mm 
needles and cont in St st until piece 
measures 31 cm/12V4” from beg. For 
the Waist Shaping, dec 1 st each side 
on next row, then every 1 2th row once 
and every 8th row 2 times. Work even 
until piece measures 55 cm/21 ^ 2 ” 
from beg. Inc 1 st each side on next 
row, then every 6th row 3 times more. 
Work even until piece measures 68 
cm/2634” from beg. For the Armhole 
Shaping, bind off 3 sts at beg of next 
2 rows, then dec 1 st each side every 
2nd row 2 times = 52 sts. When piece 
measures 86 cm/34” from beg, bind 
off sts. 

Front: Work same as Back, but for the 
Neck Shaping, when piece measures 



80 cm/31 1 ^ 2 ” from beg, bind off the 
center 18 sts, and working both sides 
at once with separate balls of yarn, 
bind off from each neck edge 5 sts 
once, 3 sts once and 1 st once. When 
piece measures 86 cm/34” from 
beg, bind off rem 8 sts each side for 
shoulders. • 

Sleeves: With 4 strands and 6,5 mm 
needles cast on 34 sts and work in 
Rib Pat for 10 cm/4”. Change to 7 
mm needles and work in St st. For the 
Sleeve Shaping, inc 1 st each - 

side every 12th row 4 times 14 

and every 10 th row 2 tiijies, 
working inc sts into St4t = 

46 sts. Work even until piece 
measures 50 cm/1 9 ^ 2 ” from 
beg. For the Cap Shaping bind 40 
off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
then dec 1 st each side every 
2nd row 9 times, bind off 2 sts _ 
at beg of next 2 rows and 3 sts 1 q 
at beg of next 2 rows, then bind 
off rem 12 sts. 

Finishing: Sew shoulder 

seams. With crochet hook 
and 4 strands work 1 rnd sc 
evenly around neck edge. Set
